Brand-new attractions, scenic pathways and parks, and lush 
landscaping are completely transforming the city's vibrant 
downtown shoreline. 


s you visit Seattle's dynamic downtown waterfront, 
watch for some exciting improvements. In fact, if it's 
been a few years since your last visit, you may not 
recognize this vibrant, working neighborhood that's 
been a key driver of the city for more than 150 years. 

In 2019, the 60-year-old and 60-foot-tall Alaskan Way 
Viaduct double-decker freeway was removed, with traf- 


fic rerouted through a new tunnel beneath downtown. “Тһе viaduct formed a 
massive barrier between downtown and our beautiful waterfront," says Angela 
Brady, Director of the Office of the Waterfront & Civic Projects. *Removing 

it provided downtown with a once-in-a-generation opportunity to reconnect 
with its natural environment thanks to a new 20-acre Waterfront Park." 

The City of Seattle has completely redeveloped the shoreline along Elliott 
Bay, undertaking one ofthe 21st century's most ambitious and exciting US pub- 
lic works endeavors. Although the project won't be fully completed until early

OVERLOOK WALK 
When it opens in late 2024, Overlook Walk, both a pedestrian bridge 
and a park, will span Alaskan Way and connect two of the city’s icons: 
Pike Place Market («85 Pike St; pikeplacemarket.org) and Seattle 
Aquarium («1483 Alaskan Way Pier 59; seattleaquarium.org). “Since 
2020, Friends of Waterfront Park has been activating Pier 62,” says 
Jason Merges with Friends of Waterfront Park. “We're excited about 
how Overlook Walk will create more opportunities to connect, play, 
and relax.” He notes the structure’s play elements, cafe, and native 
plantings selected by Indigenous landscape architect Valerie Segrest. 
The project also includes redesigned streets and bridges joining 
the waterfront with Belltown, downtown, and Pioneer Square; a 
rebuilt Marion Street Pedestrian Bridge connecting the newly 
renovated ferry terminal at Colman Dock to downtown’s First 
Avenue; and newly rebuilt and revamped piers. Waterfront Park 
will offer a new playground, restroom, and engaging public art.

New features at the south end ofthe development include

Among the most anticipated projects in the 
city's waterfront redevelopment is the beloved 
Seattle Aquarium's («7483 Alaskan Way Pier 
59; seattleaquarium.org) spectacular Ocean 
Pavilion. This dramatic 50,000-square-foot 
building, the roof of which is part of the new 
Overlook Walk, is slated to open by late sum- 
mer. It adjoins the newly designed Waterfront 
Park and its landscaped promenade, right 
across from the existing aquarium buildings on 
Pier 59 and 60. 

The sleek, new expansion will contain a 
360,000-gallon coral reef ecosystem that 
enables visitors an up-close view of spotted 
eagle rays, more than 30 coral species, and 
hundreds of colorful schooling fish, along 
with perhaps its most famous inhabitants, 
bowmouth guitarfish and Indo-Pacific leopard 
sharks. More than 5,500 plants and animals 
will represent the incredible biodiversity of 
the Coral Triangle, which stretches among the 
Philippines, Indonesia, the Solomon Islands, 
and the northern tip of Australia. 

"We're excited to tell the Coral Triangle story,” 
says Aquarium spokesperson Emily Malone, who 
adds that Seattle Aquarium helped to launch 
ReShark, a unique global initiative charged with 
helping to recover the dwindling population of 
Indo-Pacific leopard sharks. "The species in 
the Ocean Pavilion will help tell the 'One World 
Ocean' story; what happens under the sea here 
at home has impacts around the world." 

Access to the Ocean Pavilion is included 
with Seattle Aquarium tickets, but a massive 
oculus window above the building's cantile- 
vered entrance will provide pedestrians strolling 
beneath it a free view of the habitat. Here 
you'll also be able to see public art honoring 
Northwest Coast Salish people, including an 
installation of glass salmon by Lummi artist 
Dan Friday.

Days Powwow 


Named for Chief Si’ahl, once the chief of the Suquamish and Duwamish 
people, the city of Seattle has deep Indigenous roots. You can explore 
Native culture, both historic and contemporary, at numerous places. 


MARVELOUS MUSEUMS 

On the University of Washington’s campus, Burke Museum («4303 
Memorial Way NE; burkemuseum.org) greets visitors with a series of 
larger-than-life bronze paddles, created by artists Tony A. (naschio) 
Johnson and Adam MclIsaac to show a variety of Chinook styles. Inside, 
find a collection of Indigenous pieces in the Northwest Native Art Gallery, 
including baskets, house posts, a 35-foot-long canoe, and ancient cedar- 
bark hats. The museums cafe, Off the Rez (offthereztruck.com), serves 
Indian tacos on handmade fry bread. The Seattle Art Museum (x1300 
First Ave, seattleartmuseum.org) is another great stop to view displays of 
Native art in a variety of mediums, from paintings to masks to sculptures. 


WELCOMING COMMUNITIES 

Explore the city's cultural centers, including West Seattle's Duwamish 
Longhouse and Cultural Center (x4705 W Marginal Way SW; 
duwamishtribe.org), crafted in the traditional cedar post-and-beam style, 
and Magnolia's Daybreak Star Indian Cultural Center (5011 Bernie 
Whitebear Way; unitedindians.org), which will host the 35th Annual 
Seafair Indian Days Powwow (July 19-21), featuring drummers, 
dancers in traditional regalia, and food. A short drive from the city, visit 
the Suquamish Museum (6861 NE South St, Suquamish; suquamish. 
nsn.us) and Chief Seattle's grave on the Kitsap Peninsula, or head north 
to Snohomish County to learn about local Native languages and explore 
anatural history preserve at the Hibulb Cultural Center (x6410 23rd 
Avenue NE, Tulalip; hibulbculturalcenter.org). 


HANDCRAFTED GIFTS 

Support the local Native community and take home a one-of-a-kind 
keepsake from Steinbrueck Native Gallery (2030 Western Ave; stein- 
bruecknativegallery.com), Eighth Generation («1406 First Ave; eighthgen- 
eration.com), and Stonington Gallery (125 S Jackson St; stoningtongallery. 
com). Near Stonington, fuel up at ?ál?al Café by Chief Seattle Club (122 
Second Ave S; alalcafe.org), an Indigenous cafe that showcases precolonial 
ingredients like bison and blue corn. The Burke Museum Store («4303 
Memorial Way NE; burkemuseum.org) stocks cool paper goods produced by 
Native-owned companies like Urban Native Era and Trickster Company, 
including colorful stickers by local artists Nick Alan and Yardia. Daybreak 
Star’s Sacred Circle Gallery (5011 Bernie Whitebear Way; sacredcircle- 
giftsandart.com) hosts rotating art exhibits and carries beautiful gifts. 
(There’s an outpost of the gallery at SEA Airport, near the A gates.)

eattle has consistently been named among the country's top cities for biking by 
Travel * Leisure, the League of American Bicyclists, and others thanks in part 
to its robust and easy-to-use e-bike share program. You can pick up an e-bike 
throughout the city at stations operated by three companies: Veo (veoride. 
com), Lime (/i.me), and Bird (bird.co). It costs $1 to unlock an e-bike, and then 
roughly 45 cents per minute thereafter. Download the apps from any of these 
services to get started and find your nearest bike. 

Lopez Island • Orcas Island The city is connected through miles of dedicated bike lanes, neighborhood greenways, and 
San Juan Island / Friday Harbor multiuse trails, with more planned. One exciting recent development is the Pike Pine Streets- 
cape and Bicycle Improvements project (waterfrontseattle.org/pike-pine), which in 2025 will 
connect the newly redeveloped waterfront with downtown’s Pike-Pine corridor. This integral 
thoroughfare is receiving new protected bike lanes and safety features. 

For more tips on two-wheeling around town, check out the informative Seattle Bike Blog

ON HOW THE WILDROSE HAS 
SUCCEEDED FOR SO LONG 
MARTHA People care so deeply about this bar. 
It's always been hard to make it as a women's 
bar, and then during the pandemic, we thought 
we were done. But our customers just kept on 
supporting us. 

SHELLEY Martha and l are very stubborn. We 
did a GoFundMe campaign, we started doing 
drinks and Taco Tuesday kits to go, and we 
sold merchandise and gift cards. And the 
community responded with so much love. Our 
staff, who show up and create this space, and 
our amazing customers—they're our friends 
and our family. 


ON THE BAR'S CLIENTELE 
MARTHA We have a lot of regulars, but we also 
see a lot of new people coming in, and that's a 
good sign. 

SHELLEY It's a more diverse crowd now than 

it was historically, and that's important to us. 
Everyone is welcome as long as they're 
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supportive of one another. It's important that 
this be a safe space for our community, but 
that community is diverse.

SHELLEY Mary Lambert comes in quite 
often, and Brandi Carlile used to come a lot 
and also perform. We've seen activist Grethe 
Cammermeyer, comedian Lea DeLaria, and 
lots of athletes, like Brittney Griner, Sue Bird, 
and Megan Rapinoe. BenDeLaCreme used to 
work here—we would watch Jinkx Monsoon 
performing on Ru Paul's Drag Race while we 
tended bar together!

SHELLEY We draw a big crowd on Friday and 
Saturday nights, when we have DJs. And 
weekdays are becoming more and more of a 
draw—we do Taco Tuesdays, and trivia and 
game nights.

And let's 

not overlook the many bodies of water in 

Seattle's interior, including Lake Union and 

Green Lake. Dozens of parks, streets, and boat 

ramps provide easy access to the public, a fact 

that's especially important during the warmer 

months of the year.

the most of the city's spectacular waterways. 
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IT’S EASY FOR KIDS to beat the summer 
heat at a variety of cool hot spots 
around the city. Start with one of the

pikeplacemarket.org) with a bite to eat at Anchorhead 

Coffee (x2003 Western Ave; anchorheadcoffee.com), 
which serves seasonal espresso drinks—like the blackberry- 
caramel latte—and quaffles (a crunchy-flaky hybrid between 
acroissant and a waffle). Or for omelets, pancakes, and more 
substantial breakfast fare, have a seat at Market Diner (1514 Pike 
Pl; facebook.com/marketdiner). 

Walk east up Pine Street past Westlake Park (401 Pine St; 
seattle. gov/parks)—with its fountain, food trucks, and picnic 
tables—and by the impressive nine-story Renaissance-style 1918 
building that contains Seattle's flagship Nordstrom (x500 Pine 
St; nordstrom.com) department store. Just beyond Ninth Avenue, 
note the historic Paramount Theatre (x911 Pine St; stgpresents. 
org), which presents top-name touring musicals and concerts, and 
gaze up at the stunning new Seattle Convention Center Summit 
building (x900 Pine St; seattleconventioncenter.com) before 
crossing over Interstate 5 into the lower end of Capitol Hill. 

You'll notice immediately that this neighborhood hums with 
trendy eateries, bars, and boutiques. Turn right onto Melrose 
Avenue, stopping to browse the well-curated food and gift retailers 
inside Melrose Market (1527 Melrose Ave; melrosemarketseattle. 
com). Then try the latest coffee concoctions at Starbucks Reserve 
Roastery (x1124 Pike St; starbucks.com) before turning east onto 
Pike Street into this diverse district—note the rainbow crosswalks, 
in honor of Capitol Hill being the hub of Seattle's LGBTQIA+ 
community. Turn left onto 10th Avenue, stopping to browse 
inside the legendary Elliott Bay Book Company (1521 10th Ave; 
elliottbaybook.com). 

Heading north through Cal Anderson Park (1635 11th Ave; 
seattle.gov/parks), pass the playing fields and briefly detour east 
a half block to pick up a cold brew or iced chai at friendly Cafe 
Argento (x1125 E Olive St; instagram.com/cafe.argento). Return 
to the park and sip your refreshment on a bench near picturesque 
Lincoln Reservoir and Waterworks Fountain (a.k.a. “fountain 
mountain,” because of its shape). At the north end of the park, 
don’t miss the moving and beautifully designed AIDS Memorial 
Pathway (920 E Barbara Bailey Way; theamp.org), with its striking 
public artworks, before walking a block west to Broadway. 

Turn north through this bustling commercial corridor lined with 
interesting shops like Phoenix Comics & Games (113 Broadway 
E; shop.phoenixseattle.com), Spin Cycle Records (321 Broadway 
E; seattlespincycle.co), and Crossroads Trading (325 Broadway E; 
crossroadstrading.com) for both vintage and current, on-trend cloth- 
ing. You'll find inviting spots for a drink or a bite to eat, including 
high-ceilinged Corvus 8: Company (601 Broadway E; corvusand- 
company.com), with its delicious Asian street food, and nautically 
inspired bar Bait Shop (606 Broadway E; baitshopseattle.com). As 
the neighborhood becomes more residential, turn east up Aloha 
Street for a few blocks—noting the many Victorian and Craftsman 
houses—then left on tree-shaded 14th Avenue E to Volunteer Park 
(1247 15th Ave E; seattle.gov/parks). Step inside the historic brick 
water tower and follow the curving staircase up to the top to see 
the historic photos and take the downtown skyline. Then visit the 
park’s other impressive attractions, including the striking Seattle 
Asian Art Museum («1400 E Prospect St; seattleartmuseum.org) 
and plant-filled Volunteer Park Conservatory (1400 E Galer St; 
volunteerparkconservatory.org). 
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MARKET TO MOHALI 


The bustling and culturally rich Market to MOHAI Corridor 
(markettomohai.org) is another great route for a rewarding 
urban walk. From Pike Place Market (x85 Pike St; pike- 
placemarket.org) to the engaging Museum of History & 
Industry (MOHAI) («860 Terry Ave N; mohai.org), this 1.7-mile 
(one-way) ramble passes through four parks and by numer- 
ous attractions, restaurants, and shops. Along the way, 75 
sidewalk panels are printed with inspiring literary quotes, and 
46 light posts contain interpretative panels with photos that 
relate colorful tales of Seattle's rich history.

Bus 49 traces much 
of this route, along 
the lower Pike-Pine 
corridor and up 
Broadway to within 
a couple of blocks of 
Volunteer Park.

EGINNING IN NINE-ACRE Olympic Sculpture 

Park («2901 Western Ave; seattleartmuseum.org/visit/ 

olympic-sculpture-park), follow the zigzagging paths past 
eye-catching art and over the train tracks down to the paved Elliott 
Bay Trail, which fringes the waterfront. Walk by Pocket Beach 
and Myrtle Edwards Park (3130 Alaskan Way; seattle.gov/parks), 
taking in the splendid views across Puget Sound toward the Olympic 
Mountains. Then cross the pedestrian bridge to West Thomas Street, 
which offers several spots for snacking on its steady slope east into 
the Uptown neighborhood. Try Bake Shop (221 First Ave W; bake- 
shopseattle.com), which serves tasty ham-gouda-and-egg breakfast 
sandwiches and vegan miso buckwheat cookies. 

As you approach the crest of the hill, the flying saucer-inspired 
observation tower atop the Space Needle (x400 Broad St; space- 
needle.com) will come into view. You'll soon pass the state-of-the-art 
Climate Pledge Arena (x334 First Ave N; climatepledgearena.com), 
home to NHL hockey's Seattle Kraken (nhil.com/kraken) and WNBA 
basketball’s Seattle Storm (storm.wnba.com), as you enter the festive 
74-acre campus of Seattle Center («305 Harrison St; seattlecenter. 
com), home to many of the city’s top museums and performing spaces. 

Explore this dynamic cultural district’s striking buildings and 
attractive grounds, including Neototems Children’s Garden, Kobe Bell 
Meditation Garden, Center Steps Plaza, and the popular International 
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HOURS 


Fountain (a fun place to cool off on a hot day). The Seattle Center 
Armory Food & Event Hall (seattlecenter.com/explore/foodand- 
drink) is home to local eateries like Skillet Counter (skilletfood. 
com) and MOD Pizza (modpizza.com), and kids love frolicking in the 
whimsically designed Artists at Play Playground. 

Emerging from Seattle Center’s northwest corner, turn north up 
Queen Anne Avenue N, which climbs steeply toward Queen Anne 
Hill, the 456-foot-tall summit of this charming neighborhood named 
for the ornate turn-of-the-20th-century architectural style that 
characterizes many of its houses. At W Highland Street, turn left and 
walk three mercifully flat blocks to Kerry Park (211 W Highland Dr; 
seattle.gov/parks), where you can catch your breath on a bench while 
savoring the stunning view of Seattle’s skyline (it’s famously featured 
in ТУ% Frasier). For amemorable photo op, frame your shot through 
the curves of Doris Totten Chase’s abstract sculpture, Changing Form. 

Walk north three blocks to W Galer Avenue and treat yourself to 
a scoop of mint-brownie ice cream at Molly Moon’s (321 W Galer 
St; mollymoon.com) or a Valencia orange latte at Caffe Fiore (224 W 
Galer St; facebook.com/caffefioreseattle). Then follow Galer east three 
blocks to explore Queen Anne Hill’s inviting eateries and shops. Have 
dinner at the contemporary American restaurant Betty (1507 Queen 
Anne Ave N; bettyrestaurant.com), sip wine at Aluel Cellars (1629 
Queen Anne Ave N; aluelcellars.com), and browse fun gifts and toys at 
Stuhlberg’s (1801 Queen Anne Ave N; stuhlbergs.com). Or cap off your 
adventure with a meal at the trendy gastropub Big Max Burger Co 
(1935 Queen Anne Ave N; bigmaxburgerco.com).

From Seattle Center, 
you can skip the 
steep walk by taking 
bus 2 or 15 up Queen 
Anne Avenue N to 
Queen Anne Hill.

TART YOUR ADVENTURE at 

Pioneer Square (100 Yesler Way; 

seattle.gov/parks), a historic sliver of 
greenery that’s home to a 50-foot-tall Tlingit 
totem pole and a 1909 bronze statue of Suquamish 
and Duwamish Chief Seattle. Walk south a block, 
admiring the stately architecture—much of it in 
the Romanesque Revival style—of the city's oldest 
neighborhood, passing through tree-shaded Occi- 
dental Square (1175 Washington St; seattle.gov/ 
parks) and on to Klondike Gold Rush National 
Historical Park (x319 Second Ave S; nps.gov/ 
klse) to explore the free and engaging exhibits 
about the city's role as an embarkation point for 
fortune-seekers during the 1890s gold rush in 
Canada's Yukon. 

Walk east on S Jackson Street past Union 


Station (401 S Jackson St; soundtransit.org), a 1911 


Beaux-Arts beauty, into the dynamic Chinatown- 
International District, which Chinese, Japanese, 
and other Asian immigrants began settling in the 
late 19th century. Turn right onto Fifth Avenue 
S, stopping for a slice of ube cheesecake at Hood 
Famous Cafe (x504 Fifth Ave S; hoodfamousbake- 
shop.com), before walking through the elaborate 
45-foot-tall Historic Chinatown Gate at S King 
Street. Admire the gardens of Hing Hay Park 
(423 Maynard Ave S; seattle.gov/parks), before 
takingaturn or two on one of 50 classic and 
modern games at the Seattle Pinball Museum 
(x508 Maynard Ave S; seattlepinballmuseum.com). 
A block east is the outstanding, Smithsonian- 
affiliated Wing Luke Museum (x719 S King 
St; wingluke.org), where well-designed history 
and art exhibits relate Seattle's Asian American, 
Native Hawaiian, and Pacific Islander heritage. 
Farther east, S King Street rises sharply as it 
crosses beneath Interstate 5. Turn left on 10th 
Avenue 5 and walk through the landscaped Yesler 
Terrace Hillclimb (300 10th Ave S) and then 
among lawns, a playground, and water features at 
Yesler Terrace Park (903 E Yesler Way; seattle. 
gov/parks). Walk southeast to 12th Avenue South, 
the heart of Little Saigon, where great dining 
options include Chu Minh Tofu and Vegan Deli 
(1043 S Jackson St; chuminhtofu.com) for bánh 
mi and salad rolls, and Hello Em Viét Coffee & 
Roastery (1227 S Weller St; helloem.coffee) for 
Vietnamese-style hot and iced espresso drinks. 
Continue south on 12th Avenue 5 over the 
bridge above Interstate 90 to diverse Beacon Hill 
and Dr. Jose Rizal Park (1007 12th Ave S; seattle. 
gov/parks), with its spectacular views—especially 
at sunset—of downtown, Elliott Bay, and the 
Olympic range. Extend your walk (or take the 
bus) another mile down to Beacon Avenue's hip 
dining, like Milk Drunk (2805 Beacon Ave S; 
themilkdrunk.com) for gourmet soft-serve ice 
cream and The Coupe & Flute (3015 Beacon Ave 
S; instagram.com/thecoupeandfluteseattle) for 
Champagne and tasty appetizers.

fter the birth of her daughter in 2000 triggered her celiac disease, 
Seattleite Jeanne Sauvage had to quickly adjust to a gluten-free 
lifestyle. The author of Gluten-Free Wish List: Sweet and Savory 
Treats You’ve Missed the Most has learned a lot over the years, which 
she shares in her blog, Art of Gluten-Free Baking (artofglutenfree- 
baking.com). When she’s not whipping up her own food, Sauvage has 
a handful of go-to spots around the city. 

One of her favorite places for takeout is Phinney Ridge’s The Chicken Supply (7410 
Greenwood Ave N; thechickensupply.com), a Filipino fried chicken shop where the dredge, 
breading, and soy sauce are all gluten-free, along with sides like coconut collard greens and 
garlic rice. “It just tastes good no matter what—you don't have to be gluten-free to like it,” 
Sauvage says. There’s more great chicken at Bamboo Sushi (2675 NE University Village 
Ln; bamboosushi.com) in University Village, where Sauvage is a fan of the chicken karaage 
and tempura fried cauliflower. In Wallingford, Kabul Afghan Cuisine (2301 N 45th St; 
kabulrestaurant.com) serves up kebabs and braised vegetables that are always a hit. “They 
aren’t officially gluten-free, but I’ve never had a reaction,” she says. “When friends and family 
visit, they insist that we get food from there.” 

For burgers, Sauvage enjoys the Western-themed Giddy Up Burgers & Greens (4600 
Leary Way NW; giddyupburgers.com) in Ballard, which features locally sourced beef on 
gluten-free buns (along with chicken, seafood, vegetarian, and vegan options). The eight 
dipping sauces, made in-house, are all gluten-free. More delicious burgers await at Uneeda 
Burger (4302 Fremont Ave М; uneedaburger.com), which notes what's gluten-free on the 
menu for easy ordering. 

To put together a picnic, Sauvage likes DeLaurenti Food & Wine (1435 First Ave; 
delaurenti.com), a gourmet grocery store in Pike Place Market with a good selection of meats, 
cheeses, and other snacks. “It’s kind of fun to wander through there and just pick stuff up,” 
she says. For a little something sweet, you can’t go wrong with Hot Cakes (5427 Ballard Ave 
NW and 1650 E Olive Way; getyourhotcakes.com). All of the molten cakes are gluten-free or 
can be made to be, including Dark Decadence, with Theo chocolate, dry-burned caramel, 
cocoa nib toffee, and vanilla ice cream.

Greater Seattle’s sizable—and growing—Latino/a/x population manifests itself in many ways, 
from cultural festivals to family-owned shops. It’s also a big reason that the city has so many 
incredible Latino/a/x restaurants. 

You'll find establishments specializing in Mexican food in virtually every neighborhood. 
Ballard’s stylish meat-focused Asadero (5405 Leary Ave NW; asaderoprime.com) is known for 
Wagyu steak tacos and filet mignon burritos, and adjacent Valentina’s (valentinascafe.com) 
specializes in Mexican-style mochas and tres leches cake. In Queen Anne, tuck into a plate of 
tamales with pork and tomatillo sauce at El Mezcalito (2123 Queen Anne Ave N; seattlemeets 
oaxaca.com) and in Capitol Hill check out trendy Barrio Mexican Kitchen & Bar («1420 12th 
Ave; barriorestaurant.com) and hip Fogón Cocina Mexicana (600 E Pine St; fogonseattle.com) 
for first-rate ceviche and crab enchiladas. Georgetown’s Fonda La Catrina (5905 Airport Way 
S; fondalacatrina.com) offers up flavorful tacos and enchiladas in a funky storefront space. 


Seattle also has dozens of casual taquerias and food trucks specializing in street food. Among 


the latter, Taqueria La Fondita (70050 15th Ave SW; instagram.com/taquerialafondita) in 
White Center serves mouthwatering shrimp tostadas; there’s an additional location in Green- 
wood. Check out Carmelo’s Tacos («1/0 Summit Ауе E; carmelostacoswa.com) when you're in 
the mood for vegan nopal tortas, and Tacos Chukis («219 Broadway E; seattlechukis.com) for 
carne asada tacos. 

Central American baked goods are the stars at Salvadorean Bakery (1719 SW Roxbury 
St; salvadoreanbakery.com), which has been serving hearty pupusas, tamales, and tamarindo 
aguas frescas since 1996. Cafe Con Leche (290] First Ave S; cafeconlecheseattle.com) in SoDo 
is a great option for Cuban sandwiches and tender ropa vieja, and Paparepas Venezuelan 
Food («1620 Broadway; paparepas.com) and Arepa Venezuelan Kitchen (1405 NE 50th St; 
arepavenezuelakitchen.com) present authentic versions of their namesake dishes along with 
plantain chips and empanadas. 

Moving south on the map, feast on flame-grilled fare like parmesan pork loin and garlic 
shrimp at the Brazilian steak house Grill from Ipanema (2313 First Ave; seattlegrillfrom 
ipanema.com), and on flavorful causas stuffed with shrimp and tuna ceviche at the folk-art- 
filled Peruvian restaurant Señor Carbón (625 First Ave; instagram.com/senorcarbonperuvian 
cuisine). Some restaurants feature dishes from across Latin America, such as Mojito (7545 
Lake City Way NE; mojitoseattle.com) in Lake City, which serves everything from roasted 
marinated pork with fried yucca to Venezuelan-style pabellon (shredded beef with a toma- 
to-pepper sauce and rice and black beans), and White Center’s MexiCuban (1622 SW Roxbury 
St; mexicuban.com), where you can sample everything from Yucatan-inspired cochinita pibil 
bowls to Havana-style Cubano sandwiches and plantain croquetas. And at Garzón (2132 First 
Ave; garzonpnw.com), located inside Belltown’s inviting Black Cat Bar, enjoy superb street food 
like Colombian-style hot dogs and chicken Milanesa sandwiches.

nown for its enthusiastic sports fans and 
world-class venues, Seattle is one of the best 

cities to catch a game. Head to the eco-conscious 
Climate Pledge Arena (x334 First Ave N; 
climatepledgearena.com) to cheer on the four-time 
championship-winning Seattle Storm (Women's 
National Basketball Association; May-September; 
storm.wnba.com), or the Seattle Kraken (National Hockey League; Octo- 
ber-April; nhl.com/kraken), who sold 10,000 tickets in just 12 minutes 
before their inaugural season. Over in SoDo, T-Mobile Park («1250 First 


Ave S; mlb.com/mariners/ballpark) hosts the Seattle Mariners (x Major 
League Baseball; March-September; mlb.com/mariners), while next door, 
Lumen Field (x300 Occidental Ave S; lumenfield.com) stays busy as 

the home field for the Seattle Seahawks (x National Football League; 
September-January; seahawks.com), Seattle Sounders FC (x Major 
League Soccer; February- October; soundersfc.com), and Seattle Reign FC 
(«National Women’s Soccer League; March-November; reignfc.com). In 
2026, it will also host six FIFA World Cup matches, including a US Men's 
National Team group stage match. Seattle is a great pick, given that it has 
one ofthe highest average attendance records in Major League Soccer. 


BLAZE A TRAIL 


Seattleites love nothing more than venturing out on 
a brisk hike.

HIGH 


Since aman named William E. Boeing 
moved to the Pacific Northwest in the 
early 1900s with dreams of building 

a West Coast timber business, 
Seattle has been inextricably linked 
to aviation. (Long story short, he did 
well with lumber but even better with 
airplanes.) If flying machines intrigue 
you, too, learn more at these flight- 
related spots. 


LIVING HISTORY 

The Museum of Flight («9404 E Marginal 
Way S; museumofflight.org) is an aerophile’s 
dream, with flashy exhibits like the Space Gal- 
lery and the Aviation Pavilion—filled with an 
impressive collection of aircraft that includes 
the first jet Air Force One, the only Concorde 
on the West Coast, the rare circa-1930s Boeing 
247D, and three big bombers dating back to 
World War II and the Cold War. The historic 
Red Barn covers the romantic early days of avi- 
ation. Get interactive with flight simulators, a 
virtual reality ride aboard the Saturn V rocket, 
and a play area where kids can do everything 
from color to sit in a cockpit. 


TAKE FLIGHT 

Much like the early days of aviation, SEA 
Airport (xportseattle.org/sea-tac) is always 
evolving. Recently expanded, the Inter- 
national Arrivals Facility now includes an 
aerial walkway that’s the world’s longest 

over an active taxiway. The Central Terminal 
just keeps getting better, with the additions 

of dining options Salty’s at the SEA and 
Brewtop Social, live music program Sounds 
at SEA, and rocking chairs with sweeping 
views of the runways. And the C Concourse is 
currently undergoing a major expansion, set to 
be complete in 2027, that will put a real focus 
on climate consciousness through features like 
nature-inspired design, rooftop solar panels, 
and fossil-fuel-free heating systems. 


SOARING OVER SEATTLE 

What's even better than looking at aircraft? 
Flying in them, of course. Do just that—and get 
a bird’s-eye view of the city—on a flightseeing 
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tour. Kenmore Air (xkenmoreair.com/seattle- 
scenic) will take you ona scenic 30-minute 
seaplane tour that leaves from Lake Union 
and glides over the University of Washington, 
Elliott Bay, and the sports stadiums, while 
Seattle HeliTours (seattlehelitours.com) 
offers multiple helicopter itineraries out of 
Auburn Municipal Airport. (If you're looking 
to jazz up your Instagram feed, they also have 
picture-perfect routes for that.) For a different 
kind of flight, take a tranquil sunrise or sunset 
hot air balloon ride with Seattle Ballooning 
(xseattleballooning.com), topped off with a 
traditional Champagne toast. 


THE AIR UP THERE 

North of the city, Boeing Future of 

Flight («8415 Paine Field Blvd, Mukilteo; 
boeingfutureofflight.com) recently reopened 
its famed factory tours, offering visitors a 
behind-the-scenes look at the Boeing 777 
assembly line. (Wheelchair-accessible bus 
tours are available.) And the Flying Heritage 
& Combat Armor Museum (x3407 109th 

St SW; flyingheritage.org) in nearby Everett 
reopened last year and features more than two 
dozen vintage military aircraft from the late 
Paul Allen's collection, alongside tanks and 
other machinery.

Explore As you approach this dynamic neighbor- 
hood from downtown, stop to admire the three glass 
domes of Amazon’s eye-catching Seattle Spheres (2111 
Seventh Ave; seattlespheres.com), which contain “living 
walls” with an incredible array of flora from more 

than 30 countries. A few blocks north, walk among 

the rhododendrons and azaleas of leafy Denny Park 
(100 Dexter Ave N; seattle.gov/parks), which boasts an 
expansive kids’ playground and a popular dog park. 
Along the shores of rippling Lake Union, you can visit 
superb attractions relating to Seattle’s rich maritime 
heritage: The Center for Wooden Boats (*1010 
Valley St; cwb.org) and the Museum of History & 
Industry (МОНАР) (x860 Terry Ave N; mohai.org), 
whose engaging exhibits also celebrate Seattle's legacy 
as a hub of innovation and commerce.

Explore After passing through the 
Historic Chinatown Gate (504 Fifth 
Ave S; seattle.gov/parks), an ornate 
45-foot-tall structure made from 
some 8,000 imported ceramic Chinese 
tiles, continue along lively King Street 
to the superb Wing Luke Museum 
(x719 S King St; wingluke.org), with 

its outstanding exhibits and galleries 
and themed walking tours. Savor a cup 
oftea at the Panama Hotel and Tea 
House (605-607 S Main St; panama- 
hotelseattle.net), which dates to 1911 
and contains photos and memorabilia 
as well as the nation's last Japanese- 
style public bathhouse.

gov/parks) offers incomparable Puget Sound views, idyllic 
beaches, and leafy walking trails.

А scenic ferry ride from downtown Seattle, this 
pastoral island offers distinctive shops, wineries, 
restaurants, and gardens. 


Explore From the ferry terminal, it’s a short stroll to the free 
Bainbridge Island Museum of Art (x550 Winslow Way E; 
biartmuseum.org), which occupies a strikingly beautiful building 
and displays diverse contemporary works, and the interactive Kids 
Discovery Museum (x301 Ravine Ln NE; kidimu.org), with exhib- 
its geared toward children up to 10 years old. Farther afield, the 
Bainbridge Island Japanese American Exclusion Memorial 
(4195 Eagle Harbor Dr NE; bijac.org) features gorgeous gardens 
and informative signs sharing triumphant personal stories that 
illuminate a traumatic part of World War II history. Breathtakingly 
beautiful Bloedel Reserve (х7571 NE Dolphin Dr; bloedelreserve. 
org) is a delight for hiking and viewing local flora. 


Eat and Drink At chic but unpretentious Seabird (133 
Winslow Way E; seabird. fish), dine on creatively prepared and 
locally harvested geoduck clams and wood-grilled halibut. Doc's 
Marina Grill (403 Madison Ave S; docsgrill.com) is another excel- 
lent seafooder, offering classic chowders and grills with wonderful 
views of pleasure boats in the harbor. Dine on modern versions of 
Vietnamese food, like pork wontons in spicy truffle oil, at trendy 
Ba Sa (101 Winslow Way E; basabainbridgeisland.com), and pick up 
a baguette sandwich, a molasses cookie, and a cafe au lait at charm- 
ing Coquette Bake Shop (140 Winslow Way W; coquettebakeshop. 
com). Take bus 390 north a couple of miles to sample the island’s 
acclaimed liquid assets at Fletcher Bay (9415 Coppertop Loop NE; 
fletcherbaywinery.com), Bainbridge Brewing (9415 Coppertop 
Loop NE; bainbridgebeer.com), and Bainbridge Organic Distill- 
ers (9727 Coppertop Loop NE; bainbridgedistillers.com). 


Shop You'll discover a variety of charming shops in Winslow 
village, including the stylish gift shops Plum (124 Winslow Way 

E; plumbainbridge.com) and Dana’s on Bainbridge (194 Winslow 
Way E; danasonbainbridge.com). Celtic Crossroads (380 Winslow 
Way E; celticcrossroadsnw.com) carries handcrafted jewelry, wool 
sweaters and caps, and cookies and teas imported from Ireland, 
Scotland, and Wales.

Explore It’s a relaxing ramble from the ferry terminal to 
explore the fascinating exhibits at the Puget Sound Navy 
Museum (251 First St; pugetsoundnavymuseum.org) and the 
whale-inspired copper fountains and waterside benches at 
Harborside Fountain Park (251 First St; bremertonwa.gov). Save 
time to explore the decks of the USS Turner Joy (300 Washing- 
ton Beach Ave; ussturnerjoy.org), a decommissioned 1950s warship, 
then see what’s showing at the Roxy (270 Fourth St; farawayenter- 
tainment.com) movie theater. Rodeo Drive-In Theatre (7369 Hwy 
3; rodeodrivein.com) dates back to 1949 and is the largest drive-in 
in the Pacific Northwest. Stroll amid the waterfront greenery of 
Elandan Gardens (3050 Hwy 16; elandangardens.com), famed for 
its world-class bonsai collection. 


Eat and Drink Anthony’s at Sinclair Inlet (20 Washington 
Ave; anthonys.com) is a splendid waterfront setting for savoring 
seafood, while El Balcon (326 Pacific Ave; elbalconwa.com) dishes 
out flavorful Salvadorean fare. Local Boys Taproom (519 Fourth 
St; localboystaproom.com) carries a great selection of Washington 
craft beers, and at Manette’s Hound + Bottle (2709 E 11th St; 
houndandbottle.com) you'll find creative cocktails and flavorful 
beef and veggie burgers. If you've brought your car, it's worth the 
short drive from downtown for the fresh seafood at Tiny's House 
of Crabs (4930 Kitsap Way; tinyshouseofcrabs.com), authentic 
Korean food at Suzy's Kitchen (2665 Sixth St; suzyskitchen.net), 
and Spam musubi and loco moco bowls at Island Hut (2502 Sixth 
St; facebook.com/islandhut808). 


Shop F.R.0.G. Soap (707 Pacific Ave; frogsoap.net) uses Pacific 
Northwest pine, lavender, and calendula in its body creams and 
shampoo bars. Game Wizard and Blue Sky Hobbies (603 
Fourth St; facebook.com/gamewizardblueskyhobbies) stocks an 
incredible array of board and video games—you can try them out 
in the restaurant. Look for cool finds from yesteryear at Manette 
Antiques (2105 E 11th St; facebook.com/manetteantiquesmall) and 
interesting, smaller-vineyard wines at The Weekender (2706 E 
llth St; instagram.com/theweekendermanette).
